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Paul  M.  Williams,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Branch  of  the: Production  and  Marketing  Administration,  USDA,  died 
October  5  at  the  Temple  University  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
Mr.  Williams,  who  was  55  years  old,  was  a  native  of  Hutchinson, 
Kansas.     Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Covenant  First 
Presbysterian  Church,  Washington,  D.  C.  October  8  at  1:00  P.M. 

Paul  Williams  came  to  the  Department  of  Agri culture  in  1918  as  an 
assistant  in  marketing.     In  1926  he  became  a  marketing  specialist 
in  the  Warehousing  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  in  1931  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  official  grading  and  in- 
spection: service  for7 processed  fruits  and  vegetables.     In  this 
work  Mr.  Williams  made  his  greatest  contribution  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  developing  U.  S.  standards  of  quality  for 
many  canned,  frozen,  and  dried  foods  and  promoting  their  use  - 
among  commercial  packers.     In  1945  he  was  appointed  Assistant 
Director  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch,  in  charge  of 
regulatory  and  inspection  work. 

Mr.  Williams  resided  at' 3127  South  Stafford  -Street,  Arlington, 
Virginia.     He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Josephine  Williams 
and  his  daughter  Patricia.    His  only  son,  Lt.  Paul  hU  Williams, 
died  in  action  on  Iwo  Jima,  March  9,  1945,

PEAR_E^0RTS_T0'ERa2IL_ 

Erazil  will  acCept-.'f resh  pears  coming  from'  the  United,  States  if  fumigated 
with 'methyl  "bromide' for  codling  moth  according  to  the  standard  fumigation 
schedule,  provided  that  the  Bureau,  of.  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine 
declares-  the  dosage' used  in  the  export  sanitary  certificate  issued,  and 
provided  there  is  a  further  declaration  that  the  fruit  containing  dead 
larvae  at  the  time  of  shipment  did  not' exceed  5  percent.    Fruit  which, 
upon  examination  at  the  time  of  arrival,  contains  live  larvae  will  mot 
he  he  permitted  entry. 

The  pear  scab  (caused  by  the  fungus  Venturia  pirina)  will  not  be  considered 
a  cause  for  excluding  fruit  from  entry  into  Brazil  unless  there.. is  a 
strong  inf  estation.  ,:-  ...

APPLE  -SET-ASIDE  " 

In  order  to  aid  the  armed  forces  and  other  Government  agencies  in  obtain- 
ing their  requl  rements  of  fresh  apples,  War  Pood  Order  143,  was  issued, 
effective  October.  3,  1945.  • 

This  order  provides  that  no  handler  of  500  or  more  bushels  of  '.Winesap 
and  Delicious  apples,  groxvn  in  the  Wenatchee-Okanogan  and  Yakima  areas  of 
Washington,  #r  of . Winesap, . Delicious ,  and  Newtown  apples  grown  in  the 
Hood  River  area  of  Oregon  may  purchase,  sell,  ship,  or  deliver-  any  of 
the  specified  varieties  unless  he  sets  aside  for  Government  purchase  a 
quantity  of  such  apples  of  the  fancy  or  higher  grades,  sizes  100  to  163 
inclusive,   equivalent  to  25  percent  of  the  total  quantity  of  C  or  higher 
grades  of  the  216  and  larger  sizes  of  each  of  these  varieties  which  he 
owns  or  controls  at  the  effective  time  of  the  order  and  of  which  he 
acquires  ownership  or  control  thereafter.    Any  handler  may;  subs ti tut e 
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sizes  175  or  180  in  the  set-aside  apples  of  the  Winesap  variety,  "but  not 
to  exceed  10  percent  of  the  total  set-caside.     The  Golden  Delicious 
variety  is  excluded  fron  the  .set-aside  provisions  of  the  order.  Release 
of  any  lot  of  set-aside  apples  not  needed  "by  Government  agencies  is 
provided  for. 

In  addition  to  the  set-aside  provision,   this  order  prohibits  the  sale, 
shipment,   or  delivery  by  any  person  of  the  specified  varieties  of  apples 
in  lots  of  more  than  10  "bushels  without  a  written  permit ,   except  to  a 
Government  agency. 

APH,ES_ 

The  Office  of  Price  administration  has  issued  Amendment  145  to  Maximum 
Price  Regulation  426,  which  increases  maximum  prices  for  fresh  apples 
of  the  1945  crep  for  the  period  "beginning  October  1,  1945  tc  the  end  «f 
the  season.     The  new  ceiling  prices  per  standard  box  or  bushel ,  f.o.b. 
shipping  point,   through  October  31,  are  $3.23  for  apples  produced  in 
'California,   Idaho,  Montana,  Oregon  and  Washington,  and  $3.92  for  apples 
produced  in  all  other  States.     This  amendment  also  establishes  ceiling 
prices  for  apples  imported  from  Canada  which  prices  are  approximately 
equivalent,  in  terminal  markets,   to  the  delivered  ceiling  prices  on 
domestic  Northwest  apples.

Amendment  147  to  Maximum  Price .Regulation  426,  effective  October  6,1945, 
changes  the  maximum  price  schedule  for  California'  juice  grapes.  This 
amendment  deletes  all  references  to  specific  containers  in  the  f.o.b. 
prices  and  establishes. an  all  season  f.o.b.  shipping  point  price  of  5.6 
cents  per  pound  for  juice  grapes  packed  in  any  container. 

PEARS 

Changes  have  been  made  in  the  ceiling  price  regulation  for  fresh  pears 
by  Amendments  142  and  148  to  Maximum  Price  Regulation  426.  Amendment 
142  was  issued  to  change  pricing  from  a  weight  basis  to  a  volume  basis 
and  to  include  Josephine  and  Jackson  Counties  of  Oregon  with .Washington 
and  Oregon.     Amendment  143  was  then  issued  to  include  these  Counties 
with  California,  as  they  had  been  previously  under  the  1944  Regulation. 
Zone  II  (Washington  and  Oregon  except  Josephine  and  Jackson  counties) 
f.o.b.  shipping  point  prices  for  the  Standard  western  pear  box,  the 
standard  one-way  pear  lug,  and  two  standard  half  pear  boxes  have  been 
increased  7.0  cents  by  Amendment  142.     Formerly  these  containers  were 
required  to  have  a  net  weight -of  not  less  than  44  pounds  nor  more  than 
48  pounds.     This  amendment  prescribes  standards  of  pack,  and  for  con- 
tainers packed,  to  those  standards  the  ceilings  apply  without  reference 
to  weight ,    the  prices  being  established  on  a  volume  basis.     The  increase 
in  prices  was  made  because  these  containers  were  considered  to  weigh  an 
average  of  47  pounds  whereas ■ the  former  ceiling  was  based  on  an  average 
of  4£  pounds.

VEGETABLE  MaRKETING  DIVISION 


_SUHPLUS  REMOVAL 

Rather  extensive  purchases  of  snap  beans    have  "been  nade  in  Eastern  Shore 
areas  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  since  the  first  of  the  month.  Purchases 
through  October  9  totaled  65  cars  in  Virginia  and  8  cars  in  Maryland. 
Most  of  these  cars  were  shipped  to  commnity  canneries  in  the  South  for 
canning  for  school  lunches.     Growers  of  J^eets  fear  that  the  market  may 
he  depressed  under  a  surplus  of  uncontracted  beets  for  processing  many 
of  which  were  grown  for  dehydration  and  have  requested  the  Government 
to  purchase  the  surplus.     There  is  under  consideration  a  plan  to  purchase 
up  to  2500  tons  of  topped  "beets  in  leading  Eastern  and  Midwestern 
producing  states.    Purchases  of  surplus  cabbage  continue  but  at  a  lower 
rate.     Purchases  of  late  cabbage  to  date  include  92  cars  in  Wisconsin, 
79  in  Colorado,  12  in  North  Carolina,  and  15  truckloads  in  Massachusetts. 
Long  Island  cauliflower  growers  have  reauested  the  Government  to  purchase 
their  surplus  production,    a  publicity  program  has  been  prepared  to  be 
launched  v/hen  and  if  the  expected  slump  comes  and  retail  prices  have 
reached  a  point  which  makes  it  feasible  to  appeal  to  consumers  to  buy. 
It  is  expected  that  if  prices  slump,  a  considerable  number  of  cars  will 
be  purchased  by  chain  stores,    a  purchase  program  for  sweejb  P°_Eajto_es_ 
in  the  Eastern  Shore  areas  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  is  under  considera- 
tion. 

GOALS 

The  Goals  Committee  on  vegetables  is  working  on  its  recommendations  for 
1946  plantings  for  spring,  summer  and  fall  harvest.     Goals  for  vegetables 
for  winter  harvest  were  published  in  June. 

CEILDTG  PHI_CES_F0H_(^CU;.'EEHS_3SV0KED_ 

The  ceiling  prices  for  cucumbers  which  were  suspended  for  the  months  of 
August  and  September  but  which  would  have  again  become  effective  on 
October  1  were  revoked  by  OPa  as  of  the  .latter  date.     It  is  planned  to 
remove  eggplant  and  pepp_ers  from  price  control  beginning  January  1  when 
price  ceilings  for  these  crops  are  scheduled  to  become  effective  again. 

ASSIGBEJT_0P  BEET_irR0^EHS_|_  CONTRACTS  WIT^ONTARIO^  NEW  YORK_DERTDRaTOR 
TO_TxE_GOVERM^lTT. 

The  dehydration  plant  of  F.  E.  Huxley  and  Son,  Ontario,  New  York  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  August.     This  dehydrator  had  entered  into  contracts 
with  growers  for  approximately  6,000  tons  of  beets.     His  contract  for 
1,000,000  pounds  of  dehydrated  beets  was  cancelled  and  since  the  CCC  is 
obligated  by  its  contract  with  Huxley  to  protect  him  against  loss  claims 
by  growers,  and  in  order  to  prevent  distressed  beets  from  being  thrown 
on  the  market,  arrangements  were  made  to  take  over  Huxley's  grower 
contracts  and  find  outlets  for  the  beets.    Arrangements  are  now  being 
made  to  sell  part  of  the  raw  beets  to  other  canners  and  dehydrators  and 
to  process  the  remainder  for  school  lunches  or  other  uses.
